Taken First Time in Pennsyl­ 
vania It Is Proving Valuable 
Adjunct to Farm

The triennial form census taken for 
the first time in Pennsylvania in 1024 
by assessors and county commissioners 
in cooperation with the State Depart- 
ment-of Agriculture is proving invalu­ 
able as an inventory of tho Keystone 
farm ing 
industry. 
livery 
business 
takes an annual inventory, but in the 
past a farm inventory had been taken 
only every lf) 
years. 
Pennsylvania 
with tho new triennial census will now 
have a state wide 
farm 
inventory 
every three years. 
Even though the census tabulations 
are not yet complete for many of the 
counties, these statistics already evi­ 
dence OU* fact th a t the improved m eth­ 
ods worked out by the state experi­ 
ment station and advocated by our col­ 
leges, State D epartm ent of Agricul- 
tuer, and the agricultural press are 
being carried out. 
For example, fig­ 
ures recently compiled indicate that 
th e acreage of alfalfa ha* more than 
doubled since the Federal census of 
1919. 
In Cumberland 
county, 
1577 
acres of alfalfa were grown in 1919 
w M K -in 1924 the acreage— httd— bra 
creased to 3313. 
In Dauphin coun­ 
ty the acreage, was 119k in 1919 and 
38 77 in 1924. 
Franklin county farm ­ 
ers grew 1020 acres of alfalfa in 1919 
and 2570 acres in 1924. 
The N orth­ 
am pton county acreage increased from 
2523 in 1919 to 54^0 in 
1924.

York county area trebled, being 508
